This made it quite apparent that the 
May notices would be taken up, and 
there was enough covering by old crop 
sports to account for the early rally, 
but there was no aggressive buying 
and as soon as the scattering demand 
from shorts had been supplied the 
market showed renewed weakness.

During the greater part of the session there 
was much selling for short account and eupport 
came almost wholly from shorts, who were satis- 
fied with thelr profits. ._ The selling was based 
On encouraging crop accounts and the good 
weather map and forecast. Little attention was 
paid to the river situation. 

On the opening, the tone was steady atta prices 
Were 2 points off to 4 points up. Cables were 
better than due, but were not responsible for 
the rise in the early trading. Local traders were 
buyers on reports that 100,000 May notices had 
been Issued and promptly stopped tn the New 
York market, which revived the bullish report 
that Liverpool traders were bent on taking up 
New York stock of cotton on May contracts and 
shipping it to England. At the highest the trad- 
ing monthe were 7 to 9 points over Saturday's 
close. 

The hard epot attracted much fresh selling, 
bears expressing the opinion that the new crop 
situation was strong enough in their favor to 
outweigh all.bullish features. The weather map 
was clear in the west? with light showers in 
the east, while the forecast prom'!sed fair and 
warmer weather over the entire belt, the condi- 
tions desired following the recent rains. 

At noon, prices were 2 6 points under 
Saturday's cloee and the decline was widened to 
10 to 15 .points In the afternoon.

SELLING OF STOCKS. 
RAPID IN FIRST HOUR 


But the Market Became Steady 
With the Gradual 
Advance. 


——s 


New York, April 28.—An outburst of 
selling tn the early trading today 
once more depressed the stock market 
sharply. More than'a score of new 
low records were established and the 
substantial advantage gained on the 
recent upward swing was lost, the level 
of prices falling under the low average 
reached the @niddle of March. After 
an*hour of active trading, the market 
grew steadier and gradually improved. 
The amount of business fell off sharply 
on the rally, the second hour’s total 
being less than one-third of that for 
the first. Trading during the remaind- 
er of the session was slow, with a 
gradual advance, which lifted some 
stocks above Saturday’s close. 

The marked weakness of the first 
hour, which depressed prices of many 
leading stocks 1 to 3 points, was sig- 
nificant not only on account of the 
broad character of the selling, but be- 
cause it was the most prominent issues 
which were notic@®ably heavy, rather 
than the specialties which were so 
prominent recently. Considerable l- 
quidation on orders from out of town 
was sald to be tn progress. 

The lst also was influenced by the 
weakness of the foreign markets, 
which reflected uneasiness over the 
latest complications in the Balkan sit- 
uation, and London sold stocks here at 
first. On the decline, however, arbi- 
trage brokers apepared as heavy buy- 
ers and London took some 10,000 shares 
on balance. 

Short covering played an ftmportant 
part tn the upturn. Bear traders moved 
cautiously after the first break in 
prices, and showed a disposition to buy 
back stocks at the lower level. The 
borrowing demand on the last two 
days of trading has been unusually 
heavy and some of'the bears appeared 
to be apprehensive of an overcrowd- 
ing of the short account.
